BUTTERWORTH NOT
T0 HELP SHEPARD

IN CONGRESS RACE

Refuses Assistance to Portland
Candidate When Asked by
Him, as He Wants to Run

Himself

New Haven, June 28 —Former State
Senator Frank S. Butterworth has
come out unequivocally as candidate
for the republican nomination for
congreseman from this district and In-
cidentally refused any support to Col.
Andrew I. Shepard of FPortland. It
will be remembered that at & luncheon

at the Graduates club some time ago
between Colonel Shepard and Major
Tilson, with other party leaders, it
was decided that the colonel should
run for congress from this district
while the major should run again as
congress-at-large.

Colonel Shepard, gvho is thus “reg-
ular” candidate { the republican
nomination for congress from the Sec-
ond district to succeed the Hon. N. D.
Sperry, paid g call upon Mr. Butter-
worth in this city yesterday and asked
his support in his canvass for the con-
gressional position. Mr. Butterworth
replied that he would be very glad to
assist Colonel Shepard in this direc-
tion, but inasmuch as he was a candil-
date for the same position himself he
did not see how he could help him.

Later on Shepard declared himself
as out for Goodwin of Hartford for
governor. It has been declared here
that Shepard’s chances for the con-
gressional nomination are none too
good.

At a quiet general gathering of New
Haven democrats held at Tyler City
on BSunday, while no formal action
was taken, there was a strong feeling
expressed that Genera] H, A. Bishop
of Bridgeport would be the next dem-
ocratic candidate for governor, and
that Mayor Thomas L. Reilly of Mer-
iden would be the democratic nomi-
nee for congress from this, the Second
district.

HOW PUBLIC GULLED
BY THE BEEF TRUST.

Testimony on Short Weights in Hams
and Bacons—$28,000 for Wood
Spreaders.

New York, June 28.—W. H. Noyes,
a represgntative of Bwift & Co., tes-
tifled at a hearing at the city hall
today that in 1909 the New York pub-
lic pald for 225,000 pounds of wood
“gpreaders” in its meat at an esti-
n}ated expenditure of $28,000. He gave
hig figures not because he was proud
of conditions but to refute statistics
prepared by the city bureau of weights
and measures. The bureau's esti-
mate placed the amount of wood pur-
chased in New York as meat last year
at b587,000 pounds.

Hams and bacons weighed before
the assemblage today showed how the
public is gulled. A ham including
heavy paper wrapping, marked 13 1-4
pounds tippéd the scale at only 11
pounds 14 ounces. Another marked
10 1-2 pounds weighed 9 pounds 7
ounces. Similar shrinkage was shown
in bacon.

The retallers blamed it all on the
wholesalers and no campalgn of con-
certed action was decided upon.
